ductors. As a result the federal Lindbergh 
law applies, which provides for a possible 
death sentence when the victim is harm ­ 
ed, as in this case. 
In his confession, Hall absolved a third 
suspect, Tom Marsh, from complicity in 
the case. This, incidentally, 
confirmed 
a 
suspicion that the FBI had previously held, 
that H all’s original implication of Marsh 
was a lie. 
The full story of the Greenlease kidnap 
m urder is a revolting tale of callousness. It 
now has been learned that the m urder had 
been carefully plotted, fully premeditated 
The killers, in fact, had even dug the boy’s 
grave before the youth was kidnaped and 
had purchased lime to cover his body when 
he was buried. 
It is a sordid story that leaves no room 
for anything but public hatred against the 
perpetrators of this heinous offense. 
By their promptness and skill in track­ 
ing down the kidnap killers and in exact­ 
ing from the killers a full confession 
of 
their crime, the law enforcement officers 


have proved again that kidnaping does not 
pay and that kidnap killing is a crime that 
draws quick retribution. It should prove 
a powerful deterrent to criminals who may 
otherwise see in kidnaping a lush source of 
easy money.

F o rtra n , at first glance, sounds like

But no, this is 
the tradem arked nam e of one of the new ­ 
est of the “miracle” fabrics of the Celanese 
Corporation of America. Specifically, For-

call ‘‘dimensional stability.” 
No doubt the m aker’s claims are well 
founded and, 
equally 
beyond 
question, 
this new fabric has much to recommend it. 
But is it really necessary to inflict yet an­ 
other new nam e on us? For many centur­ 
ies the names of most 
fabrics 
used 
for 
clothing 
and 
interior 
decorating 
were 
limited to a few dozen at moat— wool, cot­ 
ton, silk and linen being the most common. 
Now, in the space of about fifteen years, 
come half a hundred or more names of 
new “m iracle” fabrics, of which the first 
w as probably rayon and the last is not yet 
in sight. 
Every newspaper, every magazine car­ 
ries large advertisements from the makers 
of these fabrics, each 
emphasizing 
HIS 
tradem arked nam e tor an 
acrylic 
fiber, 
synthetic fabric, shrinkproof 
process 
or 
whatever. A typical issue of a leading S un­ 
day magazine supplement carried ads on 
four of the first five advertising pages de­ 
voted to selling these 
four 
tradem arked 
nam es— Dynel, Aerilan, 
Chromspun 
and 
Sanforlan. 
Doubtless each of these 
names 
desig­ 
nates a fabric or process above the ordi­ 
nary, but. faced with a deluge of such arti­ 
ficial coinages, what shopper can possibly 
hope to rem em ber them all— let alone the 
special characteristics 
of 
each? 
While 
nothing can be done about nam es a lre a d y 
committed, perhaps some m anufacturer on 
the verge of coining another “exclusive” 
name for his fabric may take pause at the 
following dialogue I heard recently 
be­ 
tween a pair of college freshmen—female. 
of course. 
“You must see the divine new jumper I 
bought today.” 
“W hat’s it made of, Ann- Wool or n y ­ 
lon?” 
“ I don’t remember, offhand. Nylon, O r­ 
lon, Dynel—oh, one of those miracle fab­ 
ric'., It you’ll forgive the pun, it's im m a­ 
terial!” 


HE day hardly 
pass*** 
without 
some 
prominent Briton, usually a member of 
the Labor Party, urging the early admis­ 
sion of Red China to the United 
Nations. 
This is an old story now. The only reason 
for bringing it up is that a situation has 
developed that puts the argum ent 
in 
a 
peculiar light. 
The principal contention of the 
British 
and some others is that Red China merits 
this recognition because 
the 
Commusist 
regime is in fact tile master of all m ain­ 
land China. In oilier words, the argument 
runs, it Is simple realism to deal with the 
authority now in successful control of 450 
million Chinese. 
Tri theory, at least, this 
reasoning 
has 
force. But the American position is that we 
are not dealing with m ere theory, but ac­ 
tuality. And the actuality is that Fled China 
for more than two years fought an aggres­ 
sive war against the UN in Korea and is 
.still giving major assistance to Red rebels 
in the Indo-China war. 
We do not believe the Communist Chi 
nose deserve consideration for UN mem 
bership so long as they are pursuing 
ag­ 
gressive designs. 


Many in the pro-recognition group pro­ 
teas to see in our stand a perverse sort of 
stubbornest. They picture their own posi­ 
tion as the very 
essence 
of 
compelling 
logic. 
But now see wha! has happened. Ameri 
ca has concluded an agreement with Spain 
for the use of air and naval bases. And the 
British Laborites, principally deplore 
the 
arrangem ent ort the ground that 
Spain’s 
dictator, Generalissimo 
Franco, 
heads 
a 
distasteful Fascist regime that we should 
tio nothing to encourage. 
The United States has no love for F ran ­ 
co, that is plain. But we realize that 
he, 
more perhaps than Mao in Red China, has 
control of his country. Realistically, by the 
very tests the Laborites would have us ap­ 
ply to Mao, we m ust accept 
the 
Franco 
government. 
Here it should be noted, however, that 
we are not inviting Spain into the UN el­ 
even into NATO. We are making a h ard ­ 
headed deal for military bases 
we 
con­ 
sider vital to oui own and the w ests secur­ 
ity.

W ASHINGTON—Though the Air Force 
is so hard up for funds that it 
has 
been 
forced to cantel 955 planes and 6,000 jet 
engines, it is spending money like water 
on free transportation and 
entertainm ent

More than two dozen congressional p ar­ 
ties are now away on overseas 
junkest— 
from the sunny skies of South America to

Which Is Present a t Birth

of acute abdominal pain or several attacks

so severe as to cause a perforation or hole 
in the pocket with infection spreading to 
the abdominal cavity and causing peritoni­ 
tis.

pre sure, though of course tills can occur 
from a great many other conditions,

The Japanese learned pearl cul­ 
ture from the C. lese, who had 
used the process as early as the 
13th century. Dating

Chinese-made 
pearl images of Buddha, The first 
perfectly spherical cultured pearl 
was produced b.y the Japanese in 
1909 
Basically, it is a sim ple m atter 
to stim ulate the 
form ation of 
a 
cultured pearl. The culturist m ere­ 
ly puts a small 
object 
into 
the 
shell of an oyster or m ussel and 
lets the bivalve do the rest. 
But in actual practice, the pearl 
is apt to be of poor quality unless 
Un' tiny “factory” is carefully fed, 
nursed 
through 
sicknesses 
and 
guarded in underw ater cages. So 
onerous and expensive is the pro­ 
cess that the Japanese have no 
com petitors outside their country 
today.

Artificial 
pearls, says 
the

essence— m ade 
from the silvery scales of small 
fish. 
Before World W ar II, the scales 
used cam e from the bleak, a slen­ 
der little carp found in the rivers 
OI Europe. Since the w ar, the in­ 
d u s tr y has found 
a way to 
use 
herring scales as well. 


Young Herring Used 


Young herring from the Bay of 
Fundy have been 
diverted 
from 
the breakfast" table to artificial 
pearl factories in nearby 
Maine 
and Canada. Sim ilarly, p art of the 
Norwegian herring catch goes to a 
Norwegian factory which can pro­ 
duce 12.000 
necklaces, 
earrings 
and bracelets a week. 
Artificial pearls 
can be 
go o d 
copies in color and shape, but they 
invariably lack true pearl lustre. 
Real luster comes from light re­ 
flected and 
refracted 
by 
many 
layers of iridescent 
nacre, 
pro­ 
ducts of years of oyster labor. 
When they 
are 
m anufacturing 
pearls, oysters art' 
intent upon 
com fort, not necklaces. Finding a 
foreign object within their shells, 
they cover it with smooth nacre 
to prevent irritation. 
The first fine 
imitation 
pearl 
produced in W estern Europe was 
m ade in the 17th century by Jac- 
Quin, a rosary m aker of 
P an s.
